Sale of 3rd Av building could 
bring Slope to the Gowanus

A powerful real-estate devel- 
oper has bought the Jewish Press 
building near the Gowanus Ca- 
nal — the latest in a series of 
moves that could transform the 
industrial area into a village of 
housing, stores, art galleries and 
waterfront esplanades. 

“We are very excited about the 
acquisition of the JP site,” said Sara 
Mirski, spokeswoman for develop- 
er Shaya Boymelgreen. “The site 
provides improved access opportu- 
nities to [a] proposed waterfront es- 
planade and park” along the canal. 

The sale of the building, on 
Third Avenue between First and 
Third streets, coupled with con- 
struction of a Whole Foods market 
one block south and development

along Fourth Avenue one block 
east, accelerates the perception that 
Park Slope is expanding through 
the old Gowanus neighborhood all 
the way to the canal (“Park Slope 
River,” anyone?). 

Boymelgreen has coveted the 
massive, windowless building — 
which until 1965 was a Transit Au- 
thority facility — since he began 
snapping up canal-area land two 
years ago, according to property 
owners nearby. 

With the Jewish Press building 
in his portfolio, Boymelgreen now 
controls more than two acres sur- 
rounding the canal — land he 
wants to turn into “Gowanus Vil- 
lage,” a mixed-use neighborhood 
designed by a glamorous interna- 
tional architect, Enrique Norten. 

Boymelgreen would transform

Chief Coney Island freak 
weds Nigerian princess

Here it is, freak show fans, 
the first photo of Mr. and Mrs. 
Richard Zigun — aka the 
King of the Coney Island 
Sideshow — and his Nigerian 
princess bride. 

Dick Zigun 

and Pat Mukoro ■■(■SHIal 
finally made it 

official in Ghana last week — 
the culmination of a trip to the al- 
tar that began in the late 1990s, 
was interrupted by a post-9- 11 
deportation, was hindered by at 
least four governments, and re- 
sulted in the loss of thousands of 
dollars for the groom. 

The couple had been set to 
wed in Cyprus in February, but 
immigration officials blocked 
Mukoro’s passage from Nigeria. 

The French government 
blocked a subsequent effort to 
get married in the supposedly ro- 
mantic city of Paris. And even 
the Brits weren’t helpful with Zi- 
gun’s plans to marry in Black- 
pool (their Coney Island). 

Fortunately, Ghana provided a 
safe haven. 

Despite the circuitous route to 
nuptial bliss — and thousands of 
dollars in lost deposits and airline 
tickets — Zigun said it could

have been far worse. 

“By African tradition, I should 
have purchased a present for 
Pat’s relatives and paid for three 
cows to be slaughtered,” he 
wrote from Ghana. “Cows are 
not cheap! So even with paying 
for two weddings (one unused in 
Cyprus and this one in Ghana), I 
suppose I am getting off easy!” 


Zigun’s camy pals — the Great 
Fredini, Insectavora, Helen Mel- 
on, the Kerosene Queen, and the 
other “wonders of human curiosi- 
ty” — said Zigun’s relentless pur- 
suit of Mukoro was inspirational. 

“I tend to have a cynical heart 
about marriage,” said Fred Kahl, 
a.k.a. “The Great Fredini. “But 
Dick has been through so many 


trials just to get to this day that 
you can’t help but see how badly 
he wanted this. It’s a great thing.” 

The Ghana wedding did have 
its share of hitches. For one 
thing, Mukoro wasn’t at the air- 
port in Accra to meet Zigun two 
weeks ago because she not only 
didn’t have the right immuniza- 
tion card, but she also “mouthed 
off’ to security guards, Zigun 

Next, Mukoro — who is not 
only a princess in the Urhobo 
tribe, but also a Nigerian pop star 
— finally signed the pre-nup 
(yes, Dick Zigun, whose worldly 
possessions include vintage 
Coney Island postcards, a Fiji 
mermaid skeleton and a closet 
full of zoot suits, has a pre-nup!). 

Then, the bride’s niece couldn’t 
be found, even though she had just 
called from the lobby. Turns out, 
she was at La Palm Royal Beach 
hotel — but the one in Togo, not 
Ghana. (A simple 16-hour round- 
trip drive by the bride’s brother 
solved that problem.) 

But at last, the couple was 
wed. Now all that remains is a 
few months of immigration red 
tape and Mukoro will take her 
rightful place at Zigun’s side 
(and, he said, in the Madame 
Twisto case in the Sideshow). 


NEW ODD COUPLE 

Spitzer & Carey do Slope

The lanky attorney general 
and portly former governor made 
an odd couple as they toured 
Park Slope on Wednesday. 

Would-be governor Eliot Spitzer 
was in town to receive an endorse- 
ment from Hugh Carey, who held 
the office himself from 1975 to 
1983 — but it turned into a two- 
hour episode of “Hugh Carey Re- 
members.” 

“I always thought this was the 
most intelligent district,” said 
Carey, 87, who was a seven-term 
congressman from the neighbor- 
hood before moving to the big 
house in Albany. “It elected the 

Carey — who was elected as a 
Democrat but severed his party 
registration several years after leav- 
ing office — endorsed Spitzer in 
the 2006 election, but the press 
conference rambled over four 
decades of history. 

Spitzer and Carey chatted in 
front of the same stoop on St. 
John’s Place where Carey and 
then-Sen. Robert Kennedy fought 
in 1966 for the restoration of neigh- 
borhood brownstones. 

“It’s about time we had a man of 
vision and leadership,” said Carey 
dapper in a gray suit and blue 
handkerchief. 

“We’re in a battleground,” he 


added, triggering another history 
lesson, this one about Fort Greene 
Park and the Revolutionary War. 

Then both men hopped into 
Spitzer’s waiting limo for the two- 
block journey to Helen Owen Ca- 
rey Day Care Center. 

Once there, Carey, Spitzer, and a 


handful of reporters squeezed into 
an elevator for an awkward ride to 
the third floor. 

Carey shuffled comfortably and 
proudly down the hallway of the 
center — named for his late wife — 
and both men peeked in on some 
napping children. Some were star- 
tled from their sleep by the intru- 


FREEDOM ROAD 

Fresh support for RR

The destruction of a row of hous- 
es near Fulton Mall would “contin- 
ue a legacy” of losing valuable bits 
of black history, a member of the 
city’s Landmarks Preservation 
Commission charged last week. 

As reported recently in The 
Brooklyn Papers, preservationists 
have stepped up a two-year-old fight 
to save two Downtown Brooklyn 
homes where the city wants to build 
a parking lot, but they claim is a his- 
toric site where well-known 19th- 
century abolitionists lived and har- 
bored slaves on their way to freedom. 

In a letter to the consulting team 
hired by the city to evaluate the site’s 
history, Christopher Moore urged the 
city to keep the houses intact. 

“Nearly all [Underground Rail- 
road sites] ... where most of the 
African-Americans resided have 
been destroyed,” Moore, research co- 
ordinator at the Schomburg Center 
for Black Culture, wrote in an April 
15 letter to the consultant, AKRF. 

“Destroying the houses on 
Duffield Street would certainly con- 
tinue that legacy” said Moore, who 
claimed in 2004 that the city was ig- 


noring the real history of the site. 

Moore says the city is better at 
preserving history in white neighbor- 
hoods than in black neighborhoods. 

“My analysis of 34 Underground 
Railroad-related sites [shows] that al- 
most all still survive in Brooklyn 
Heights,” he wrote. 

Underground tunnels connect the 
wood-frame houses on Duffield 
Street. Historic records of the Under- 
ground Railroad in Brooklyn show 
routes that may have included the 
houses as way station between aboli- 
tionist churches and nearby Fulton 
Street, which served as a conduit for 
slaves traveling to the Fulton Ferry 
docks and then to Canada. 

As a centerpiece of the Downtown 
Brooklyn redevelopment plan ap- 
proved two years ago, the city would 
seize the property using the power of 
eminent domain and redevelop it into 
a parkland-topped underground ga- 
rage for a Willoughby Square hotel. 

“All we’re saying is, ’What’s the 
rush?”’ said Bill Batson, a Democratic 
candidate for state Assembly “Why is 
there such a msh to judgment on 
things that affect Brooklynites?” 

But the city said no decisions have 
been made yet, despite Moore and 
Batson's suggestions to the contrary.

Boerum Hill residents packed a 
City Council hearing Tuesday to 
beg the city to sell the Brooklyn 
House of Detention and build a 
new pen elsewhere in the borough. 

But Corrections officials reasserted 
their plan to reopen the House of D 
after a $240-million renovation that 
will double the jail’s capacity, while 
also adding retail to the ground floor. 

Relocating the jail is not an option 
being considered, they said. 

Homeowners in the shadow of the 
11-story holding pen don’t know 
who to blame for their property-val- 
ue-draining neighbor — city offi- 
cials, or the real-estate brokers who 
sold them their million-dollar digs 
without mentioning the city's plan. 

“No one really told me it would 
reopen,” said Brad Andrews, who 
bought a condo last spring in the lux- 
ury building at 53 Boerum PI. — and 
can see straight into the jail’s cells 
from his bedroom window. 

He doesn’t fault the broker who 
sold him the condo — but he's not 
pleased, either. 

“She never said that it would re- 
open, but she never said it wouldn’t,” 
he said. — Ariella Cohen

Time was, the Brooklyn 
Bridge was so powerful a 
symbol that protesters would 
only march across it to com- 
plain about Really Big 
Things: police brutality, civil 
rights, abortion rights, war. 

But in the past two weeks, 
the bridge’s pedestrian walkway 
has been commandeered so 
many times — by a candidate 
for an assembly seat; by partici- 
pants in an Easter Passion play; 
by homeowners on Duffield 
Street who are upset that their 
homes may get tom down; and, 
most recently, by supporters of 
transit union boss Roger Tous- 
saint, who walked him to the 
Tombs to surrender for his 10- 
day jail sentence — that some 
of us at The Brooklyn Papers 
wondered if there was a reason 
beyond mere symbolism. 

Perhaps, we surmised, walk- 
ing across the bridge is actual- 
ly faster than taking the train 
(an irony, considering Tous- 
saint’s job). So in the spirit of 
investigation — and with a 


nod to the great tabloid tradi- 
tion of having a reporter on 
foot “race” a traffic-clogged 
crosstown bus — we conduct- 
ed the first-ever competition 
pitting the Brooklyn Bridge 
footpath against the subway. 


The Participants

FAA gives plane truth

The number of people hearing low-fly- 
ing aircraft over Windsor Terrace and Park 
Slope is growing faster than the actual 
number of planes flying over the neigh- 
borhoods at 2,000 to 4,000 feet. 

“The only thing that explains [resi- 
dents’ perceptions] is that after 9-11 there 
was quite a reduction in the number of air- 
craft,” said Port Authority airspace techni- 
cian Frank Woodruff. “Now, the numbers 


are back up, and people are noticing,” 

The number of planes landing at La- 
Guardia increased just one percent last year 
compared to pre-9-1 1 numtes, according to 
the Port Authority. Yet many residents say 
they are often troubled by flight noise. 

“I’ve been calling our representatives 
constantly, trying to get someone to do 
something about the incredibly low-flying 
planes,” said John Berman, a resident of 
Prospect Park West in Windsor Terrace. 

Berman said his backyard has felt like a 
landing strip for LaGuardia — 10 miles 
away — since 2003. 

“That’s how I remember my wed-

“Planes have always flown this route,” 
said Woodruff, who added that today’s 
planes are actually quieter. 

Federal Aviation Administration officials 
came to the neighborhood Tuesday night to 
unveil a new plan for area airspace — but 
the redesign mostly affects other parts of the 
metropolitan area and won’t reduce the both- 
ersome buzz or the anxiety it produces in 
Park Slope and Windsor Terrace. 

“Aviation patterns are based on econo- 
my and safety,” said FAA technician Mo 
Keane. “We can promise safe air traffic, 
but not silent air traffic.”

$2,000 purse, two pairs of new 
leather shoes, a pair of pants, a 
shirt, six tank-tops and a bra. 

Police have the suspect’s 
name and address, plus the evi- 
dence on the videotape. He has 
not been apprehended — yet. 

Midday raid 

A pair of brazen thieves wan- 
dered into a Fulton Street shop 
on March 17 and — armed 
with nothing but cohones — 
walked back out moments later 
with 35 cellphones worth nearly 
$5,400, according to police. 

The stunned 28-year-old 
counter clerk saw the men haul 
away five boxes of phones and 
load them into a waiting car.

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Slain in Prospect Park

A 61 -year-old Brooklyn 
man was stabbed to death in 
Prospect Park on April 22, po- 
lice said. 

William Oliver was discov- 
ered around 4:30 pm lying on 
his back in the Vale of Cash- 
mere, a wooded area in the 
northeast comer of the park that 
is known as a meeting spot for 
illicit sex. 

Police responded after a man 
reported what he thought was 
an unconscious person, but 
cops and paramedics immedi- 
ately pronounced Oliver dead. 
He appeared to have been the 
victim of a single stab wound to 
the chest. 

Police at the 78th Precinct 
continue to investigate the 
killin g, the second murder in the 
Park Slope precinct this year. 

Officials asked people who 
were in the park that day to 
contact them with any informa- 
tion to help find the killer. Wit- 
nesses can call Det.

Game grab 

A 13-year-old thief snatched 
a video game from a 10-year- 
old boy inside the central 
branch of the Brooklyn Public 
Library on Grand Army Plaza 
earlier this year, police said. 

The victim told police on 
April 19 that he was in the li-

brary’s computer room when 
the young thug grabbed the 
game. The two struggled, but 
the thief gained control of the 
gadget and ran off. 

The victim said he couldn’t 
remember when he was robbed, 
suggesting it was between mid- 
January and late February. It 
wasn’t clear why he waited to 
report the crime. 

Shoe fetish 

Women may have their shoe 
obsessions, but rarely do they 


become criminal. 

However, a pair of sneaker 
freaks did when they snatched a 
large collection of kicks — val- 
ued at $108,000 — from a Park 
Slope storage facility on April 
21. The horde’s 26-year-old 
owner flagged down a patrol 
car to say someone had cleaned 
out his storage space at the 
Third Avenue warehouse, near 
First Street, police said. 

The victim’s prized shoe col- 
lection was safe at 11:30 am, 
but by 2:52 pm, they were 
gone. Security cameras were 
keen enough to see that the 
shoes didn’t walk away by 
themselves; footage shows two 


men hauling the collection out 
the loading dock. 

Police later arrested the al- 
leged thieves, ages 38 and 45, 
but couldn’t recover the booty.

The two brutes walked into 
the all-night burger joint near 
First Street at 4:40 am. A 19- 
year-old employee said the men 
did not so much as peruse the 
dollar menu before trashing the 
surveillance cameras and com- 
puter system and dragging a print- 
er outside to the parking lot. 


Police found a crowbar and 
several screwdrivers — tools 
often used in burglaries — near 
the Dumpster, but the thugs 
themselves had disappeared.

ALL DRAWN OUT 


A good development 


F or the past few years, it has become ah 
too easy for Brooklynites to reject out 
of hand new real-estate development. 
There’s a good reason: some projects in 
Brooklyn are so massive, ugly and mis- 
placed that they have made many residents 
cynical about the entire notion of building 
in the borough. 

Yet build we must, because Brooklyn is 
where people want to live and work. After all, 
the alternative, experienced during a period of 
urban decline in the 1960s and ’70s, is far 
worse for everyone. 

The good news is that not all development is 
improperly located or otherwise misguided. As 
our Ariella Cohen reports in this issue, a devel- 
oper has bought the Jewish Press building, an 
eyesore along Third Avenue, with hopes of turn- 


ing it and adjacent properties he already owns 
into a village of mid-sized buildings and an es- 
planade along the still-filthy Gowanus Canal. 

This is actually an area where residential 
development should be encouraged. One 
block to the east is Fourth Avenue — the cel- 
ebrated gateway to Park Slope — which is 
being transformed from a row of ugly car-re- 
pair shops and taxi parking lots into a real 
neighborhood. 

“Gowanus Village” development should be 
applauded if only because it will jumpstart 
long-failed city efforts to clean up the putrid 
corpse of water. Community activists and en- 
vironmentalists will, in the future, fight City 
Hall with a powerful ally alongside them: the 
developer and the people who have invested 
in his apartments. 


This is not to say that the developer, Shaya 
Boymelgreen, should be given a free pass. The 
Brooklyn Papers has certainly quibbled with 
Boymelgreen before, and he will need to answer 
plenty of hard questions before being awarded a 
zoning variance to build housing on his newly 
acquired properties. But with proper public re- 
view, his vision of a canal zone that bridges Park 
Slope and Carroll Gardens could be a good one. 

The downside of the kind of frenetic real es- 
tate activity we’ve been witnessing is that peo- 
ple who have formed the texture of our commu- 
nities are sometimes priced out. Creative efforts, 
including subsidies for affordable housing, must 
be made so that Park Slope’s prized diversity, 
even quirkiness, is maintained. If Boymelgreen 
participates in this effort, his Gowanus Village 
will be a project Brooklyn can cheer.

DA Hynes tried to aid B’klyn judge 


To the editor: 

I write to clarify several points raised 
by Dana Rubenstein in her article, 
“Judge Not Crazy after All” (April 15). 

In the spring of 2000, Assistant District 
Attorney Steven Kramer was required to 
check the ownership of a building that a 
defendant had claimed as bis own and of- 
fered as collateral for bail when arrested 
for real estate-related crimes. ADA 
Kramer learned that retired Brooklyn 
Supreme Court Judge John Phillips was 
the actual owner of the property, and he 
visited Justice Phillips at his home to dis- 
cuss the matter. 

While Judge Phillips said he never 
transferred ownership of the property 
and was clearly the victim of a crime, 
something caused ADA Kramer even 
greater alarm. Justice Philips’s home 
was in disarray, with unpaid bills and pa- 
pers strewn about, and the retired judge 
appeared disoriented and uncared for. 

As Justice Phillips was well known 
and highly regarded in the community 
and considered a friend and mentor by 
many people in the District Attorney’s 
office, ADA Kramer became con- 
cerned and sought to help. 

Over the course of that summer, 
ADA Kramer wrote letters to local 
judges recommending that a law 
guardian be appointed to oversee Jus- 
tice Phillips’s finances and protect his 
numerous and valuable assets. Sadly, 
ADA Kramer had a difficult time find- 
ing an attorney willing to take on the 
case, and volunteered to accompany 


Justice Phillips through some initial 
processes — such as getting medical 
exams at Cornell University Hospi- 
tal’s Alzheimer’s Center and Kings 
County Hospital. 

The District Attorney has neither 
the power to appoint a guardian, nor 
have anyone committed to a hospi- 
tal. Only a judge has the power to is- 
sue those orders. 

In December 2000, now-retired 
Justice Leonard Scholnick appointed 
a temporary guardian for Justice 
Phillips. Several months later Justice 
Phillips himself signed the necessary 
consent forms and a more “perma- 
nent” guardian was assigned to him. 

District Attorney Hynes, ADA Kra- 
mer, nor anyone else on the staff of the 
District Attorney’s office ever sought to 
have Justice Phillips placed into a re- 
tirement home and Justice Phillips was

Sunset Park received a 
double-dose of good news 
this week, with back-to- 
back announcements that 
the neighborhood will get 
its long-awaited high school 
and see its decrepit water- 
front transformed into a 

“It’s been a great week,” 
said Jeremy Laufer, district 
manager of Community 
Board 7, referring to Thurs- 
day’s park announcement (see 
story below) and Monday’s 
school funding fanfare. 

Gov. Pataki journeyed to the 
site of the $93-million, 1,700- 
student future school, on 35th 
Street between Third and 
Fourth avenues, to sign legisla- 
tion that released $ 1 1 billion for

21 long-stalled projects. 

Mayor Bloomberg, also on 
hand, said the money would 
create 15,000 new classroom 
seats citywide. 

The money had been held 


up by Pataki since February, 
despite a court order requiring 
him to increase funding for 
city school construction. 

But for Bloomberg, at least, 
bygones were bygones. 


“Parents across the city 
want new schools in their 
neighborhoods, but the plain 
facts were that there just was- 
n’t enough money for them — 
until this morning,” he said. 


The news was welcomed by 
activists in Sunset Park, which 
has long been a neglected 
stepchild of the Brooklyn 
school system. The neighbor- 
hood is home to 120,000 resi- 
dents, one-third of whom are 
under age 18. High-school- 
aged kids journey to Fort 
Hamilton, Coney Island and 
beyond to get an education. 

“They end up in over- 
crowded schools,” said Julie 
Stein Brockway, chair of the 
Sunset Park High School Task 
Force. “I have families with 
three or four high-school kids 
and they’re all at different 
schools. It’s impossible for the 
parents to be a part of their ed- 
ucation.” 

Groundbreaking on the 
new school is scheduled for 
July, with a projected comple- 
tion date of the first day of 


school, 2009. Activists are 
cautiously optimistic. 

“I’m thrilled, but I’ll be 
even more thrilled to see the 
shovel in the ground,” said 
Brockway. “And I’ll be even 
more thrilled to see the doors 
open on a quality high school 
that the community has long 
deserved.”

Piers to be new Sunset 'park'?

Decrepit piers along the Sunset Park 
waterfront may be transformed into a 
recreational Xanadu of athletic fields, an 
education center, and a fishing pier under 
a city plan unveiled this week. 

Elected officials were on hand for May- 
or Bloomberg’s announcement that $36- 
million had been greenlighted for prepara- 
tory work that could lead to the trans- 
formation of the crumbling, 14-acre Bush 
Terminal piers. 


“For too long, the residents of Sunset 
Park have been without access to their wa- 
terfront,” Hizzoner said. 

The piers, between 43rd and 51st 
streets, are like that old joke about the 
restaurant where the food is not only lousy 
but the portions are too small: they are a 
hazardous brownfield — but worse, they're 
been inaccessible to public for years. 

The toxic cleanup will begin in Septem- 
ber, according to the mayor's office. 

“The benefits of a new park cannot be 


understated, especially for our young peo- 
ple,” added Jeremy Laufer, district manag- 
er of Community Board 7, celebrating the 
harbor views from the off-limits piers. 

This once-active Bush Terminal be- 
came contaminated from illegal dumping 
the 1970s. As a result, the site has been in- 
accessible and abandoned for 30 years. 

Gov. Pataki, also on hand, called the 
project, “the largest brownfield grant 
awarded by the state.” The city and the 
federal government are also chipping in.

the industrial area bounded by 
the canal, Third Avenue, and 
Carroll and Third streets into a 
neighborhood of four- to six- 
story townhouses and 10-story 
loft buildings. 

But he is certainly not the 
only developer with a vision 
of reclaiming the canal. Spec- 
ulators are increasingly focus- 
ing on lots along the canal, 
and on once-forsaken Fourth 
Avenue, hoping to capitalize 
on the real estate boom up the 
Slope and across the canal, in 
Carroll Gardens to the west. 

Toll Brothers, a national cor- 
poration best known for John- 
ny-Appleseeding the ’burbs with 
McMansions, already bought 
two blocks of Bond Street be- 
tween Carroll and Second 
streets, in Carroll Gardens. 

And last year, the owners of 
the Bayside Fuel terminal 
shuttered their Sackett Street 
facility. Their plan is to clean 
the petroleum-bathed lot and 
build nine- to 13-story condos 


DUMBO are the high-end ar- 
chitects designing the next 
wave of residential skyscrap- 
ers for rich people drawn to 
the neighborhood that artists 
made hip in the first place. 

The same fate appears in- 
evitable in Gowanus. 

“I am not against residential 
development, but we should be 
considering the displacement 
of arts businesses,” said Diane 
Keegan, a researcher with 
Center for an Urban Future.

All three developers have 
said they are intrigued by a 
plan being put forward by the 
Gowanus Canal Community 
Development Corporation to 
turn the canal zone into a mod- 
el “green zone” that would 
make the area around the Lav- 
ender Lake an eco-friendly 
neighborhood of low-rise, “green” 
housing and light industry. 

“The plan merits serious at- 
tention, but there is no guaran- 
tee that it’ll get that from the 
city [or developers],” said Phaedra 
Thomas, executive director of 
the Southwest Brooklyn Indus- 
trial Development Corporation. 

Local officials believe the 
city — like its residents — 
should create a master plan for 
the neighborhood before de- 
velopers, working separately, 
begin building. 

Threat to artists 

Caught in the middle are 
the artists who have adopted 
the neighborhood after being 
priced out of other creative, 
low-cost communities. 

Down the block from the 
Jewish Press building and 
across Third Street from the 
Whole Foods site, 140 artists 
rent studios in The Can Factory, 
a former thermometer factory. 
The owner of the massive brick 
budding has said he will keep 
artists there, but artists worry 
about their colleagues with 
less-committed landlords. 

“Sure, I’ll be happy when 
Whole Foods comes, but at 
the same time, we need places 
to work,” said painter Mike 
CockriU, who has rented a stu- 
dio at the factory since 1979. 

Cockrill likens Third Av- 
enue to DUMBO 10 years 
ago, a factory landscape in- 
habited mostly by artists and 
post-industrial grit. Now the 
only artists who can afford

P aris. Milan. Brooklyn? 

Plans are underway to make the bor- 
ough the next stop on the world fashion 
tour. As a start, 19 Brooklyn designers will 
unveil their creations at the first BK Fashion 
Week(end), May 5-7, in the Tobacco Ware- 
house at Empire Fulton Ferry Park, between 
the Brooklyn and Manhattan bridges in 
DUMBO. 

Organized by Rick Davy, a stylist for 
Black Entertainment Television, and his 
partner, publicist Cybelle Sandy, the invita- 
tion-only events are inspired by Manhattan’s 
twice-yearly Seventh on Sixth fashion 
weeks, but promise a flavor that is distincdy 
Brooklyn. 

“We love Brooklyn so much,” Davy told 
Go Brooklyn in a recent interview. “We 
have so many great designers here that I 
style celebrities with. Everybody who works 
in the fashion business and does Seventh on 
Sixth actually lives in Brooklyn.” 

Davy says one of the goals of his BK Style 
Foundation, the non-profit parent company for 
the event, is to create a venue where gifted 
Brooklyn cloth- 
ing artisans can 
show their work 
and get the at- 
tention they de- 
serve from the 
global fashion 
industry. 

“There are so 
many young, 
talented kids 
in Brooklyn, 
and they al- 

have to go to 
Manhattan — to 
the Fashion In- 
stitute of Tech- 
nology or Par- 
sons School of 
Design — be- 
fore they can be 
solidified in the 
business,” he 
explained. “We 
wanted to open 
up some kind of 
foundation to 
support youths 
who are really so fashion-driven, but have no 
direction.” 

A limited number of established designers 
and edgy newcomers were selected to partic- 
ipate in the Brooklyn shows after a team of 
stylists and other industry professionals re- 
viewed portfolios of their work (sounds like

host longer, seasonal fashion events, starting 
this fall, in the hopes of giving even more 
designers exposure.

“We asked the designers to wow every- 
one and show couture,” he said. “We tried 
to get as much couture as we could. If a de- 
signer wanted to show his or her fall line, 
that was fine, but we asked them to show 
more couture because it’s fun and more ex- 
citing for a premiere. Then, when we go in 
September, we will show the Spring 2007 
(collections).” 

Unfortunately, for most style lovers, the 



Brooklyn events won’t be any easier to in- 
filtrate than the ones that take place in those 
big, white tents in Bryant Park. Only the 
fashion press, buyers, celebrities and other 
industry people will be invited to watch de- 
signers like Roger Gary, Clark Sabbat, Si- 
mon Duncan, Nana Boateng and “Project 
Runway” finalist Zulema present their col- 
lections next weekend. 

“It works best that way,” Davy said. “It is 
about the designer — helping the Brooklyn 
designers get a foothold in the industry like 
everybody else. Having public come in, 
doesn’t maximize that. We would make 
money from it, but it doesn’t make anything 
happen for the designers and the whole pur- 
pose of this foundation and BK Fashion 
Week(end) is designer-driven and making 
Brooklyn recognized as a fashion destina- 

Following an opening-night gala atop 
posh 70 Washington St. on May 4, the BK 
Fashion Week(end) will officially begin Fri- 
day with the presentation of Zulema’s 
frocks. In between offerings from H.O.R.R. 
by Habana Outpost, the Fort Greene Cafe’s 
house line, Charm Mills, and Brooklyn In- 
dustries, celebrities will be able to enjoy the 
location’s spectacular views, listen to music 
performed by local talent or relax in a luxu- 
ry lounge, which, of course, features a spa 
and will have a chef on-hand. 

In the meantime, journalists will be able 
to dash off to a multimedia center to fire off 
their stories about the day’s hottest trends. 

Borough President Markowitz says he is 
looking forward to seeing Brooklyn get the 
recognition its most-fashionable citizens de- 

“Our designers’ styles are as diverse as 
Brooklynites themselves,” Markowitz said 
in a statement. “And their commitment to 
our borough adds so much color, flair and 
character to our unique fabric of life.” 

So, how are Davy’s plans being received 
by fashion folks beyond Brooklyn? 

“A lot of people are not sure, because 
Brooklyn never had anything like this be- 
fore,” Davy said. “I think it will be a huge, 
huge, huge change in its image. We’re go- 
ing to pull some designers out of the wood- 
work and we’re hoping, eventually, that we 
get the new Anna Sui or the new Ralph 
Lauren. That would be so exciting for us.”

When in Doubt, 
Choose Beaujolais!

So... THESE FOUR PARISIANS WALK INTO A 
Bistro FOR A MEAL. One orders Salmon, one has 
roasted chicken, one wants a small steak while the 
fourth chooses the pasta with mushrooms. Which 
wine do they order? 

No, this isn’t a joke: it’s what a Sommelier faces on 
the restaurant floor every day. Well, what well-made, 
tasty and affordable wine will compliment each of the 
four dishes without clashing with the flavors of any of 
them? Beaujolais! 

Beaujolais is perhaps the closest thing yet to an all- 
around, versatile wine: a wine that can be enjoyed 
with or without food, with meat, poultry, many fish 
dishes, cheeses, picnic salads, cold cuts (or, in French, 
Charcuterie). With warm weather finally here, 
Beaujolais is an ideal picnic wine! There are several 
Beaujolais, though, and I’d like to tell you more 
about them. 

First, though, we have to clarify one thing: not all 
Beaujolais is Nouveau! Beaujolais Nouveau, released 
for sale only a few weeks after the harvest, on the 
third Thursday of November, is a fun, affordable 
wine that is a celebration of the harvest. This, along 
with its ability to “go with” so many dishes makes it 
an ideal choice for our own Harvest Feast, 
Thanksgiving. I look forward to the annual arrival of 
the Nouveau, as it gives us a good idea of what kind 
of year it was in the vineyard. For many years I’ve 
cooked a huge Cassoulet on the Sunday before 
Thanksgiving, following a recipe from James Beard. 
Since so many of my friends are in the wine or restau- 
rant business, this is the last weekend before our busy 
season begins. We have a great time, eating this hardy 
dish called the “soul of French Gastronomy” and 
drinking bottles of chilled Beaujolais Nouveau! None 
of my friends are wine snobs, so quaffing the 
Nouveau a few days after it has reached our shores is 
a shared delight. Did I say snob? One way to tell a 

Beaujolais. ?7 

Beaujolais is a region in France located just north 
of Lyon along the Saone River in the south of 
Burgundy. Hundreds of years of trial-and-error have 
resulted in the planting of only two grapes in 
Beaujolais: Gamay for the red wines and Chardonnay 
for the whites. In the northernmost part of 
Beaujolais, many of the white wines are labeled 
Macon Blanc. The Gamay has the aroma of ripe red 
berries, and the winemaking methods used here often 


include an initial whole-cluster fermentation in 
sealed tanks which will help to preserve this fresh and 
lively “nose”. 

Wine labeled “Beaujolais” can be made from 
grapes grown almost anywhere within Beaujolais. 
One step up the ladder of quality brings us to 
Beaujolais Villages, from grapes located in better-sit- 
uated areas. For everyday drinking, Beaujolais 
Villages from a good winemaker can be both deli- 
cious and a bargain. 

The best quality Beaujolais comes from one of ten 
“crus”, nine named for the village where they are 
grown and the tenth, Moulin-a-Vent, for the ancient 
windmill atop the hill which is surrounded by the 
vineyards. Each of these crus has its own personality 
and flavor characteristics. It is a wonderful experience 
to travel through Beaujolais, tasting wines from the 
various crus, realizing how much the difference of 
vineyards only a few miles apart can make in the taste 
of wines made from the same grapes! Brouilly, 
Chenas, Chiroubles, Cote de Brouilly, Fleurie, 
Julienas, Morgon, Moulin-a-Vent, Regnie and Saint- 
Amour are the names of the crus. Prices for good 
quality wines from the crus begin at about $9 and go 
through the teens. As with all Beaujolais, these wines 
taste even better with a slight chill: not refrigerator 
cold, but cool, as if they’ve come from a cool cellar or 

There are single estate wines from Beaujolais that I 
find outstanding, such as Louis Jadots Chateau des 
Jacques Moulin-a-Vent (the most long-lived of all the 
wines of Beaujolais!), and Chateau des Quatres Vents 
Fleurie. With a few years of aging, these wines will 
take on many of the aromas and flavor characteristics 
of Burgundy... and yes, they can be aged successfully.

11th fight 

The Brooklyn Papers 

Members of a Brooklyn Democratic club targeted City 
Councilman David Yassky ’s skin color, hit state Sen. Carl An- 
drews hard on his friendship with indicted former Democratic 
boss Clarence Norman, and ripped Chris Owens for words 
voiced by his father, at a candi- 
dates’ fomm last week. 

Yassky (D-Brooklyn Heights), 

Andrews (D-Crown Heights) and 
Owens are among five candidates 
seeking to succeed Rep. Major 
Owens (D-Crown Heights), who is 
retiring after 24 years in office. 

The seat was carved out under 
Civil Rights-era legislation aiming 
to increase the power of black vot- 
ers, who are 60 percent of the dis- 
trict. As a result, the race has been 
dominated by talk of whether Yassky, who is white, should be 
running in a so-called “black seat.” 

But at the fomm sponsored by Central Brooklyn Indepen- 
dent Neighborhood Democrats, another issue emerged: An- 
drews’s ties to the disgraced former party leader. 

“You’re identified the most with the Brooklyn machine — 
one of the most corrupt machines in the country,” asked one 
club member. “How do you avoid the stigma?” 

“I am upset that Clarence Norman . . . did those impropri- 
eties,” he said. “You have to judge me for who I am, not be- 
cause I’m friends with someone else.” 

Later, Andrews told The Brooklyn Papers, “If your brother 
or sister commits a crime, do you not go to court to support 
him, no matter how heinous the crime? I’m not a fair-weather 
Democrat, and I’m not a fair-weather friend.” 

Chris Owens, the congressman’s son, did not get off easy. 
“Can you explain the racist statements made in the New York 
Times?” a self-described “left of Lenin” former union official 
asked, referring to a story in which the congressman said that a 
win by Yassky would “wipe ouf ’ the gains made by blacks 
“African-Americans make up 9.6 percent of Congress, but 
12.1 percent of the nation,” said Owens. “If we lose a seat, 
we’re even less represented.” 

The two other candidates — Assemblyman Nick Perry

Yanking us 


The Brooklyn Papers 

The season hasn’t even 
started, but the Brooklyn 
Cyclones are beating their 
cross-harbor rivals, the Stat- 
en Island Yankees, in at least 
one key statistic: paying the 
city for their stadiums. 

The Staten Island Yan- 
kees owe $570,202 in late 
payments and other charg- 
es, according to an audit 
released last week by city 
comptroller Bill Thomp- 
son. By contrast, the Brook- 
lyn Cyclones owe the city 
only $16,602. 

Thompson calculated 
the Yankees’ debt based on 
the team’s attendance of 
more than 100,000 for 2003 
and 2004. But the comptroller 
doubted their accuracy of those 
turnstile counts, saying they 
conflict with other records and 
with a manual count by 
Thompson’s staff. 

“The Staten Island Yankees 
have blatantly ignored my of- 
fice’s recommendations to 
thoroughly report attendance 
at games and have prevented 
us from determining whether 
they should have paid rent to 
the city,” said Thompson. 

According to the 20-year 
lease, the Yankees must pay 
rent for exclusive use of Rich- 
mond County Bank Ballpark 
if more than 125,000 fans visit 
annually. The maximim rent 
per season is $510,000.

This is the second time the 
Staten Island Yankees have 
been chastised by the comp- 
troller. A 2003 audit showed 
the team owed the city 
$373,517. The team still owes 
$33,075 of that balance. 

The Staten Island Yankees 
did not return repeated calls 
from The Brooklyn Papers, but 
the team’s chief operating offi- 
cer, losh Getzler, promised the 
comptroller that the team would 
pay the city back and “hone 
turnstile records ... to ensure the 
records’ comprehensiveness.” 
The Baby Bombers better 
get to it: Opening day is 
Wednesday, June 21, when the 
Cyclones take on the Yankees 
in Staten Island.
